That no 8 is not billed to stop 


- here as has been customery on 


the summer Schedule, will be a 
great disappointment to the sev- 
eral industries in town. - Since 
the rapid growth and expansion 
of our industries here during the 
last few years has made train 
and mail service more important 
than ever for the successful car- 
rying on of their business, it is 
unfortunate that these things so 
necessary for western industrial 
development should be sacrificed 
for Eastern passenger traffic. 

At the present time Redcliff 
has five travelling salesmen rev- 
resenting the industries located 
here. These men _ travell all 
oevr the four western provinces 
taking orders for their respective 
plants. This makes the matter 
of train accommodation and mail 
the more important. 

It appears strange that a town 
from which the C. P. R. gets so 
much freight traffic every year 
should not receive inore consid- 
eration from the company in the 
matter of ‘passenger and mail 
service. 

This is a matter which should 
be taken up with C, P. R. official 
by the manufacturers’ Associat- 
ion on the commercial travellers’ 
association before the final draft 
of the new schedule is issued.

hae Immigration Problem 


The subject of immigration, which is at present receiving a large share 
of attention by the people of Canada, and causing them no little concern, 
has always been in the forefront of national policy. It is likely to remain 
so for many years to come, a result. almost inevitable in the case of a young 
country of small population, vast unoccup'ed areas, and immense natural 
rescurces awaiting development. And especially so when, elsewhere in the 
world, there are numerous countries where population is already’congested | 
and the surplus people are anxiously looking abroad for some place in which | 
to locate with a fair prospect of mak'ng a livelihood for themselves and | 
their children. 


| 

It _is probably true that in regard to no other question of vital national | 
importance has public opinion in Canada, as in the United States, so | 
completely changed within a few years as it has in regard to immigration. | 
Within the last few years the change has been rap'd and fundamental, and | 
thousands of men and women today hold. views diametrically opposite to 
those they entertained five.or ten years ago. Many of these people are now} 
incl’ned to blame former Governments because they adopted and- pursued 
po''cies which do not find favor today, forgetting that they themselves | 
be feved in and approved pol'cies then which they condemn now. 


Not so long ago Federal Governments were applauded or criticised | 
according as they succeeded or failed to increase the volume of immigration 
into this Dominion, Almost w'thout a dissenting voice,organized labor 
alone perhaps excepted,—the people of Canada urged and demanded aggres- 
tive policies of-imm "gration in. order to increase Canada's population, 
cevelop. its resources, fill up the vacant spaces, and assist in carrying the 
Dominion's heavy, burden or debt. Immigration was held to be necessary to 
provide business for our railways, and to reduce the per capita cost of 
government, schcols, and those many other modern services which people 
demanded. And all governments tried to supply What the people as a whole 
wanted. ees 

Now all this has changed, and from all parts of the country there is an 
in istent demand that immigration be restricted, if not altogether stopped, 
end just as there were extremists in days gone by who favored a wide-open- 
foor.policy of unrestricted entry, so now theré are extremists who would 
p-chibit all and sundry from entering the portals of the Dominion. As is 
true of almost every question, there is in th's matter of immigration a sane 
end safe middle course, j 

Generally speaking, the opinion now prevails that all forms of assisted 
immigration should cease, or at all events should be strictly limited to 
individual cases of members of a family desirous of coming to Canada to 
join relatives already established here. The view is also held that. there 
chould be no more large movements of groups of people to be settled in 
communities, It is practically assured that these policies will be adhered 
to. ‘ 

Canada’s immigrat'on policy has for some considerable time been one of 
rdmitting only those, mentally, morally and physically sound, who. proposed 
to go upon the land, while those of the artizan and unskilled labor classes 
were discouraged. But the difficulty has been to’keep those admitted on 
the land. Many having but little capital and meeting with initial discourage- 
ments and difficulties, have flocked to the cities in search of work, with dire 
results to themselves and to the urban communities thereby affected. How to 
overcome this problem, made more acute in recent years by the introduction 
oi a large scale of labor-saving farm machines, as, for eample, the combined 
harvester-thresher and the motor truck, and the consequent elimination of 
the need for thousands of farm hands, is still in acute question. 

It is now suggested that immigration should be left to the Provinces 
rather than continue.as one of the major functions of the Federal Govern- 


ment, and that each Province should decide who, and how many, to admit |. 


in any one year. But here another difficulty presents itself. Provincial re- 
‘quirements and policies may be far from uniform. One Province may adopt 
a policy amounting almost to exclusion, while another is much more lax. in 
its policy governing immigration. But once an immigrant is admitted into 
Canada by any one Province, there is no power to prevent such immigrant 
from moving to another part of the Dominion. There must of necessity be 
some understand'ng reached by the Provinces if any effective restrictions 


is superseded. au 
The whole problem is one calling for the most careful investigation and 

study. It involves not only economic questions, but social, racial, religious, 

and other questions, each and every one presenting difficulties in the way of 

arriving at common understandings. It is a question that calls for the 

exercise of patience, goodwill, co-operation.

Finer Cities 


Village Of Today May Be City Of 
‘ Tomorrow 

It is only in recent years that town- 

planning has become an expression 


“with which we are somewhat familiar, 


* 


through reading about it in the news- 
papers. Town-planning is not, how- 
ever, & new development. It dates 
back as far as the early Romans, and 
it is’ said that they built their cities 
with an eye to the number of their 
people in the future, more than tle 
number of their people at'the time. 


Tt is, however, only in recent years | 


that town-planning has become a very 
active feature of our municipal life, 
Many cities and towns are appointing 
commigsions to guide the destinies of 
the!r municipalities. They work on the 
principle that the tree will grow 
pretty much as the twig is bent. The 
future development of these far-see- 
ing cities and towns will not be by 
accident; it will be the result of 
thoughtful arrangement with the 
health and comfort of ‘the majority 
constantly. in view. 

Briefly, town-planning is co-opera- 
tion between land owners and munici- 
pal authorities for the general good of 
the people. 

Its object is to secure conditions 
that lend themselves to proper sanita- 
tion, convenience, healthy and pleas- 
ant living arrangements. 

Probably the most important con- 
sideration, from the standpoint of 
health, in the laying out of a town or 
city, are the parks. In Canada, where 
the number of large centres is com- 
paratively small, growth generally re- 
sults when a number of industries, 
for reasons of conveniénce or costs, 
suddenly decide to take up their posi- 
tion at one point. The area, thus fay- 


ored, is apt to grow with great rapid- | 


ity, and unless the public men are 
statesmen who think in decades, or 
even generations, instead of- just 
terms of office, the growth of the new 
industrial centre from a village to a 
town or a city is apt to be haphazard. 
When this occurs, it is as a rule bad 
not only for the citizens who have 


. to live there, but.in time its natural 


‘growth is apt. to be checked because 
it is not as pleasant a place to live 
as some other places who gave more 
thought to the. question of town plan- 
ning. 

Parks are important because they 
give people opportunity to get out in- 
to the fresh air.

Their main purpose 
has been to find out the best methods 
of breeding and feeding hogs so that 
they shall yield the most desirable 
sort of carcass from the points of 
view of conformation, lean-and-fat 
interlarding, and actual pércentage | 
of dead weight to live weight given 
by different litters, so that they may 
be traced back to their sire and dam | 
and the best strains thus be preserv- 
ed for further breeding. In the last | 
year recorded some 2,596 hogs were. 
tested. The work meant that a num- |

The reason for the particular in- 
terest in Manitoba ie due to the fact 
| that’ accord ng to the most authentic 
information ‘available, more than 60 
per cent. of the world’s known com- 


mercial lithia deposits are located in 
the. Winnipeg and Bird River + Dis- 
| tricts, within 100 milés from the city 
of Winnipeg 

Lithia is found in three different 
kinds of rock, the lithia content of 
these ores of course being quite 
|small and varying accord ng to the 
nature and the grade of the rock. Up 
to the. present time lithia has. been 
used chiefly for medicinal purposes. 

The difficulty of recovering ‘lithia 
itself by previous known methods has 
caused the -price -to: be so high that 
it has always been sold by the ounce 
;or by the pound. This recovery from 
| the rock has been carried out mainly 
in Europe, especially in England and 


Germany, to which countries the 
|lithia’ containing ores have been 
| shipped, ‘ 


|. It is importart that the distinction 
| between lithia and lithium should be 
kept in mind, Lithia is a mineral salt 
but lithium is a metal recovered from 
| the lithia salt. Up to a short time ago 
the metal was so costly that it was 
| quoted at $240 per pound, but accord- 
ing to the announcement made by Dr. 
W. C. McMaster, professor of chemis- 
|try before the New York Electrical 
| society, the metal lithium can now be 
recovered at about $15 per pound. 

While the demand for lithia, the 
mineral salt was naturally limited, 
the demand for the metal lithium, 
with ‘its tremendous range of possi- 
bilities is practically unlimited and 
the knowledge that Manitoba con; 
tains large quantities of the lithia 
bearing ores is creating widespread 
interest. ‘ 

Lithium fs the lightest of all known 
minerals, being only about half the 
weight of water. It is a soft silver- 
white metallic element and its princi- 
pal use is in alloys, particularly as an 
alloy in steel making. It loses its soft- 
ness when combined with other met- 
als and it has increased the ilfting 
power of helium gas about 15 per 
cent, by one of its peculiarities which 
is sponge-like absorption of gaseous 
impurities. 

The Manitoba lithia ores of a cer- 
jtain minimum content have been 
selling at $30 per ton at the rail head | 
at Lac du Bonnet.

| Saskatchewan Government In Making 
| New Regulations Has No Desire 
To Hamper the Farmer 


The Saskatchewan Government has | 


decided to place the motor licerise 


|branch under the jurisdiction of the | 
| Minister of Highways, being, of the/ 


| opinion that the administration there- 
|of logically belongs to the Highway 
| Depaftment. It has been hitherto un- 
| der the Provincial Secretary. This in- 

tention will be implemented at the 
| next session of the Legislature, 

The.Min‘ster of Highways anfounc- 
es that the Governmetit has reconsid- 
ered the regulations relative to motor 
truck licenses. He points out that by 
the reductioh of the car license fees 
thé revenue of the province will be 
reduced this year to the extent of ap- 
proximately $600,000.00. The change 
in the truck license fees was inaugur- 
ated with the purpose of assisting in 
revenue as well as to insure that 
trucks used for commercial purposes 
would pay their share for usage of the 
| roads of the province. These new reg- 
ulations were based on the Ontario 
regulations, being on a slightly lower 
scale throughout than the fees charg- 
ed in Ontario. The new fees are also 
lower than those charged in the prov- 
ince: of Alberta, and many other 
provinces and states. 

Out of -250 truck licenses already 
issued this year, 69 were registered at 
the same fee as formerly, and 25 reg- 
istered for a fee only exceeding last 
year’s rate by $2.00 or $3.00, that is 
27 per cent. of the registrations 
shows that no increase has taken 
place and 10 per cent shows an in- 
crease of $3.00 or less. It’ is also esti- 
mated that 50 per cent. 6f those who 
own trucks also own private cars and 
profit by the $5.00 reduction in car 
licenses. 

It was not the desire of the Sas- 
katchewan Government to in any-way 
hamper the farmer in the use of 
trucks by increasing license fees ma- 
terially, in view of resolutions receiv- 
ed from some of the municipalities; 
however, the Government has investi- 
gated and ascertained, that approxi- 
mately 85 per cent. of the trucks are 
| owned outside of the cities of the pro- 
vince, namely, 16.050 out of a total 
registration of 18,669. A large number 
of these are farm trucks used in 
the hauling of grain in the fall, and 
it was thought that by moving the 
|one-half yearly license fee from Octo- 
|ber 1st, as formerly, to September 
\1st, as under the new regulations, 
this. would furnish a one-half yearly 
license fee for a great number of the 
farmers. Upon further investigation, 
however, the Government have arriv-- 
ed at the conclusion that this may not 
meet the situation, and it is anxious 
that nothing shall be done that will in 
any way tend to hamper the producer. 

It would further appear that a 
number of trucks used in the cities 
contribute the provincial license tax, 
gasoline tax as well as the city tax, 
and do not proceed beyond the boun- 
daries of the city or make any use of 
the provincial roads. It is felt. that 
some measure of relief should be 
granted in that regard and also with 
regard to the farmer, although no 
such relief apparently is granted in 
any of the other provinces or the 
states of the Union, as far as the in- 
formation at hand shows. 

While they are anxious to secure 
as much revenue as possible for road 
building purposes, the Saskatchewan 
Government decided to pass a further 
order-in-council, the effect of which 
will be to give a one-half yearly 
license fee for all truck owners pur- 
chasing their licenses after Septem- 
ber Ist. And further, that upon any 
resident of a town or city taking a 
statutory declaration at the end of 
the year to the effect that his or her 
truck has not proceeded beyond the 
bowndaries of the town or city during 
the course of the year, such owner 
will be entitled to a refund of the dif- 
ference between the amount charged 
under the new regulations in excess of 
the regulations formerly in effect, and 
that upon any bona fide farmer tak- 
ing a declaration to the effect that his 
or her truck has only been used dur- 
ing the year, exclusively for farm 
purposes, that such farmer will be en- 
titled to a refund of any excess 
charged under the new regulations 
over the previous regulation. The 
minister points out that should a 
farmer. use the truck for other than. 
farm purposes, such as gravelling 
work, he will in most cases, under

In the meantime millions of people 
are starving and milions more will 
starve year after year. That is a side 
of China of which we may hear Iittle, 
| but which is of far larger extent than 
the China of extra-territoriality and 
foreign concessions. — New York 
Evening Post.
